Quick-growing 
annuals like Alyssum, Calendula, Candytuft, Centaurea, Clarkia, 
Gypsophila, Leptosyne, and many others may still be sown in June to 
bloom during the fall months. Stake all plants that cannot withstand 
severe wind storms. The lawn as wellas all flower beds should have a 
top dressing of fertilizer. Spray promptly to protect the plants against 
insects and disease. 


JULY still gives the gardener an opportunity to start perennial seeds 
outdoors. Aquilegia, Bellis, Campanula, Delphinium, Gaillardia, 
and Hollyhocks are typical of the kinds to be sown now. In order 
to be sure of your supply of fall blooming bulbs that must be planted 
during August and early September send in your order for these 
NOW. Among them the Fall-Flowering Crocus, Colchicum, and 
Sternbergia lutea deserve your particular attention. As they are 
perfectly hardy they will last for many years to come. 


AUGUST still is time to start seeds of perennials in a protected frame 
where they will grow until fate in the year. Early August is the most 
opportune time to sow Pansy seed for next spring blooming. Don’t 
delay any longer now ordering your requirements of all the bulbs 
listed in this catalog if you wish to make sure of a supply and receive 
them as soon as available. Early planting of these is quite important.
